We have considered the application of Mrs* Rebecca Hearn for permission to construct,
maintain and operate a drive-In gasoline filling etation to be located at the northwest
corner of San Jaolnto and Ifith Streets, same being legally described as being a portion of
Outlet 51, Division "E" of the Government Outleta adjoining the City of Auatinf and hereby
advise that the following conditions exist:

(a) She proposes to construct her filling station on property which le shown on the
zoning map as being located within the "0" Commercial Use District*

(b) A storm oawer exists in euoh a place that it can be reached without cutting any
permanent paving and Into which waste water can be concentrated-

(0) Mrs. Rebecca Hearn proposes to comply with all ordinances regulating filling

(d) The filling etation improvements will be lees than 100 feet distant from church
property but the filling station building will be greater than 100 feet distant from church
property.
